W A S H I N G T O N , D . C., June 16.—In the 
•enate Mr. Dawes presented a memorial 
of the Massachn^etts legislature. 
It re- 
cites that the general court of Massa- 
ehnsetts views with deep concern, re* 
cent interferences of the government of 
Canada, with the rights of fishermen of 
the United States and urges congress to 
secure immediately relief for that class 
of citizens. 


Mr. Hoar wanted the president em- 
powered to retaliate on nations who re- 
stricted American sailors in any port.

T H E N I C K E L P L A T E . 


The R o a d Involved in the Great- 
est Suit on Record—The 
Points at Issue. 


There is some talk of the Lackawana 
company taking the Nickel Plate road 
out of its financial mess to m,ake an en- 
trance to Chicago. 
It is reported that 
in case the Lackawanna and Lake Shore 
can arrange the terms for the transfer of 
the controlling interest the Lackawanna 
will retire the NickehPlate 6 per cent, 
bonds, issuing therefor a 4 per cent, 
bond guaranteed by the Lackawanna 
company. The excellent financial stand- 
ing of the Lackawana, it is asserted, 
would enable it to float such a bond at 
about par. 
The 
Vanderbilt-Nickel 
Plate suit, booked for a hearing at New 
York yesterday, was again postponed. 
If the Nickel Plate contest goes on to a 
square issue it will go into legal and 
railroad history as one of the most im- 
portant pieces of litigation this (Country 
has ever seen. The amount involved is 
somewhere 
between 850,000,000 and 
$75,000,000. But this is the least inter- 
esting feature of the contest. 
The nov- 
elty of the attack, and the points of law 
chiefly attract attention. Two partipu- 
lar points are raised. 
One is that the 
Nickel Plate, as a whole, has no legal 
existence, and the courts are asked to re- 
solve it to its original component parts, 
as organized in Ohio, Indiana and Ill- 
inois. Another point is based on section 
3313 of the revised statutes of Ohio, 
which says: "All capital stock, bonds, 
notes and other securities of a company, 
purchased of the company by a dirwUnr 
thereof, either directly or indirectly 
for 
less 
than 
the 
par 
value 
shall be null and void." Now; the Van- 
derbilt attorneys claim that by deposi- 
tions already taken, they can show that 
the 
original 
directors of the Nickel 
Plate company received at least $45,- 
000,000 of the stock of the company for 
a cash consideration of not over $9,000,- 
000.

The sensation of fatigue constitutes, 
from the practical point of view, one of 
the most important aspects of the hy- 
giene of infancy.

A chief charac- 
teristic of infancy is the rapidity with 
which the nerrous system becomes ex- 
hausted, the central portions as well as 
the peripheral—not only the eye and 
the ear of the young child suffer 
fatigue, but also the cerebral centers; 
and the more tender the age, the more 
striking are the manifestations. 
This 
exhaustion of the nervous 
centers 
the source 
of an exceedingly 
dis- 
agreeable sensation, 
and every effort 
should be made to prevent it as far M 
possible, and to repair it with quiet and 
refreshing sleep when it cannot be pre- 
vented. Being awake for a long time 
is sufficient to produce fatigue without 
any other cause, and it is one of the 
most fr^uent reasons for the baby's 
crying. " Any painful impression is 
quickly followed by fati^e. 


Agreeable sensations fus well as dis- 
agreeable ones are fatiguing when they 
aré long continued, and so is muscular 
exertion. 
The act of sucking some- 
times occasions cries and tears when the 
breast does not contain enough milk; 
and the continual working of. the res- 
piratory muscles, to which the baby at 
first is^ quitérunaccustomed, is doubt- 
less a considerable source of fatigóle. 
The constant 
transition 
which the 
child makes from one object to another 
may be explained by the fact that any 
sensation fatigues it very rapidly, and 
that its attention wanders without its 
will to a fresh object. All these sources 
of fatigue are sufficient to account for 
the almost continual sleep of the infant 
during the first period of its life.—

cipened most brilliantly, but suddenly 
startled Gen. Fry by asking the assem- 
blage if they knew what the Union had 
done with Gen. Lee after he surren- 
dered at Appomattox.

The School Board 
I>ecide8 to 
Erect Three New BnUd- 
ings—Who Pays 
for Them?

Hons. A. P. Edgerton, O. P. Morgan, 
and J. M. Morits made a careful inspeo- 
tion of the publte school property yes- 
terday and found it in excellent shape. 
They recogniae the necessity of addi- 
tional facilities a ^ 
decided to erect 
three new aehool buildings. One is to 
be located in Nebraska, the Fifth wud; 
one in the Sixth ward, and one in the 
Seventh ward. It will be some time be- 
fore the buildings will go up as there is 
not a cent in the building fund. 


To explain—there are three separate 
school funds. In the tuition fund there 
is some $90,000. 
This money can only 
be used for paying teachers. 
It is a 
penitentiary offense to apply a j^^nny of 
it to any other purpose, as it is a con- 
stitutional fund—Allen county's share of 
the division made by the state, and here 
there is a surplus by reason of good 
management. This is the money that 
some have claimed ought to be expend- 
ed without showing how. 


In the maintainance fund, for furnish- 
ing, 
equipping 
and 
supplying the 
schools there is just enough for running 
expenses. The trustees have some con- 
trol over this fund. 


In the building fund there is no money 
because this tax is collected in the oity 
and levied by the council on application 
of the school board. 
This tax was stop- 
ped some two years ago. 
Now before a 
new school house can be erected, a 
special tax must be levied and collected 
the same as city tax and is an additional 
burden. 
People can look at thifl matter 
rightly and know that if they want more 
school houses they will have to pay for 
them. 


"Many people," said Hon. A. P. Ed- 
gerton, "think that the $90,000 or $100,- 
000 surplus on hand can be used for any 
school purpose, when, in fact, if the 
.school children were freezing or perish- 
ing for shelter not a cent of that money 
could be used other than to pay the sala- 
ries of teachers. The law specifically 
makes that fund sacred and provides a 
prison for any man who violates it." 


Thus it is seen that each school fund 
has its own channel or purpose, and if 
considered squarely it brushes aside a 
good deal of nonsense and ignorance on 
this much ventilated question.

The School Board I>ecldcs 


Erect Three New Builtl- 


ingn—Who Pays 


for Tliem? 


The case of Josephus S. Mason vs.

They recognize the necessity of addi- 
tional facilities an/1 decided to erect 
three new school buildings. One is. to 
be located in Nebraska, the Fifth ward;

To explain—there are three separate 


sohool funds. In the tuition fuud there 
is some 990,000. This money can only 
be used for paying teachers. 
It is a 


penitentiary offense to apply a penny of 
it to any other purpose, as it in a con- 
stitutional fund—Allen county's share of 
the division made by the state, and here 
tfiere is a surplus by reason of good 
management. This is the money that 
some have claimed ought to be expend- 
ed without showing how. 
' 


In the maintainance fond, for furnish- 


ing, 
equipping and 
supplying the 


schools there is just enough for running 
expenses. The trustees have some con- 
trol over this fund. 


In the building fund there is no money 


because this tax is collected in the city 
and levied by the council on application 
of the school board. This tax wat stop- 
ped some two years ago. 
Now before a 


new sohool house can be erected, a 
special tax must he levied and collected 
the same as city tax and is an additional 
burden. People can look at this matter 
rightly and know that if they want more 
school houses they will have to pay for 
them. 


"Many people," said Hon. A. P. Ed- 


gerton, "think that the $90,000 or $100,- 
000 surplus on hand can be used for any 
school purpose, when, in fact, if tho 
, sohool children were freezing or perish- 
ing for shelter not a cent of that money 
could be used other than to pay the sala- 
ries of teachers. The law specifically 
makes that fund sacred and provides a 
prison for'any man who violates it." 


Thus it is seen that '.<ach sohool fund 


has ite own channel or purpose, aud if 
considered squarely it brushes aside a 
good deal of nonsense and ignorance ou 
this mnoh ventilated question.
